The mortuary report for..jyesterday 
shows twenty-eight interments, of which twen- 
ty were yellow fever cases. From this it will be 
seen there were the same number of fever cases 
ason Sunday, but a decreese of two in the total 
number olinterments. Among the dead of yes- 
terday will be recognized the names of a num- 
ber of well known citizens who have fallen vic- 
tims to the epidemic. 

Though we record no increase in the mortali- 
ty, and the cases of general sickness may be 
somewhat diminished,the applications for relief 
are numerous than ever. While the sanitary 
cor-dition of the city is reported a little better 


of yesterday, it is bkely tochange for the worse 
at any time, and we cannot take the slight de- 
crease in the death record as any certain indica- 
tion of an abatement of the epidemic Many of 
the energetic members of the benevolent asso- 
ciation, though not ‘‘weary of well doing,” 
show signs of exhaustion in their good work, 
and their places in a few days must be filled by 
others. On the whole, we do not look upon the 
situation as hopeful, and think there should be 
no relaxation of the efforte to succor the sick 
and relieve the distressed, er to improve the 
sanitary condition of thgcity and surround- 
ings.
